I do so only by 
a very few samples. 


The copper mines of Montana, Ari- 


zona and Alaska for example, are be- 
ing kept open and in operation only 
at a great cost and loss, in part upon 
borrowed money; the zinc mines of 
Missouri, Tennessee and Wisconsin 
are being 
operated at about 
half 


their capacity; the lead of Idaho, Il- 
linois and Missouri reaches only a 
portion of its former market; there 
is an immediate need of cotton belt- 
ing and also for lubricating oil which 
cannot "be met—all because the chan- 
"nels of trade are barred (by war when 
there is .no war. The same is true of 
raw .cotton, of which the central em- 
pires alone formerly purchased near- 
ly four million bales annually. And 
these tare only samples. There is 
hardly a single class of manufactur- 
ed goods wihich is not dn the same 
case. Our full normal profitable pro- 
duction waits on peace. Our military 
plans of course wait upon it. We -can- 
not intelligently or wisely 
decide 


how large a naval or military force 
we shall maintain, or what our policy 
with regard to military training is to 
be until we 'have peace, not only but 
also "until we "kifow 'how peace is to 
be sustained; whether by arms of 


the 


all the great peoples. And there is 
more than that difficulty involved. 
The vast surplus properties of the 
Army include not food and clothing 
merely, whose sale will effect normal 
production, but great manufacturing 
establishments also, which sould be 
restored to their farmer uses; great, 
stores of machine tools and all sorts 
of merchandise, which must be idle 
vtntil peace and military policy are 
definitely determined. By these tok- 
ens there can be no properly studied 
national budget until then. 


Congress has given up all idea of 


adjournment, and has settled down 
to the adjustment of the important 
questions now before the country.

It has de- 
veloped that the profiteering does not 
originate with the farmer, but that 
the money grabbing middle man is 
the real culprit. Abnormal quantities 
of food stuffs have been located in 
cold storage, 
and in many

Hoards of non-perishable foods 
have also been discovered, 
and the 
hoarders will be made to disgorge. 
This with the eighty millions of dol- 
ars worth surplus Army food which 
will be thrown on the market at cost 
price to the government, should alle- 
viate the situation somewhat, and un- 
til legislation can be put through to 
bring about a 
permanent improve- 


ment. 


Attorney General Palmer in a re- 


cent address in New York apealed for 
aid in jailing "unconscientious" pro- 
fiteers in the necessaries of life.' He 
said that prices set by fair price com- 
mittees throughout the country will 
be accepted 
as standard, and 
that 


charges in excess of those prices will 
be prima facia evidence of profiteer- 
ing. He said; 
I am trying to have 


congress pass a law which will make 
profiteei-ing a crime. I want the pen- 
alty the same as for hoarding: A max 
imum fine of 55000.00 and two years 
in prison. To his mind a prison sent- 
ence is much more effective than a 
fine. He stated that the fair price 
committees will use the clu'b of pub- 
licity. 
While the cost of living goes high- 


er and higher labor all over the coun- 
try is" clamoring for 'higher wages 
to meet the situation, but as the lead- 
ers of the big railroad labor organi- 
zations put it; it is useless to raise 
wages, as the profiteer immediately 
raises price to absorb the wage raise. 
As one remedy he .advocated the "fir- 
ing, squad" for some of the profiteers. 
In a stirring speech in the Senate 


Senator Walsh of Massachusetts ap- 
pealed to his colleagues to drop poli- 
tics and get together in an effort to 
solve the high cost of living problem 
through" legislation. If conditions are 
permitted to continue, he said the 
people would lose faith in their gov- 
ernment, and when that day came it 
would be an evil time fo Tthe repub- 
lic. 


In" my opinion "he said" present 


high prices are due primarily to the 
worst condition of criminal profiteer- 
ing that any country 'has seen in re- 
cent years. I think when the evidence 
is made public as to the terrible a- 
mount, millions and millions of -dol- 
'lars of profit, and have been made 
by manufacturers and manipulators 
of foodstuffs in this country, we will 
have all we 
<can do to satisfy 
our 


people that they are living under a 
government which can protect them 
and will protect them. 


If there is a remedy; he said let us 


give it to the people, and let us put 
it first on the program of action 'here 
each day, and agree to study and 
work over this problem constantly 
until we settle it This will put the 
unrest at 
peace, and restore 
confi- 


dence in our institutions and in our 
government.

for the American Y. W. C. A. over- 
seas, who has just made an investi- 
gating trip trough Italy.

Dusting a Hen With Fluorid, a Very- 


Effective Lice Killer. 


the back, one on the breast, one below 
the vent, one on the tail, one on either 
thigh, and one scattered on the under 
side of each wing when spread. Bach 
pinch can be • distributed by pushing 
the thumb and fingers among the feath- 
ers as the material is released. If the 
chicken is held over the vessel, the ma- 
terial which falls from the fowl during 
the operation is recovered. 


The material also may be applied 


by means of a shaker, .but this method 
las some disadvantages as compared 


the "pinch" method. When this- 


method is used the amount of sodi- 


m fluorid may be reduced by adding- 
our parts of some finely powdered 
tiaterial, such as road dust or flour, to 
aeh part of fluorid. The dust, while 
iot poisonous, is somewhat Irritating 
o the nose and throat. If allowed to- 
emain on the skin in any quantity for 
ny great length of time, tt may cause 
light local irritation. For these rea- 
ons, those dusting a large number of 
chickens would do well to cover nose 
and mouth with a dust guard or damp 
cloth and to wash their hands occa- 
sionally. 


The dipping method is more econom- 


cal, but among many poultry raisers 
here is a general sentiment against 
:he practice of dipping fowls, largely 
>ecause most of the dips contain ma- 
.erlals whfch discolor the feathers. 
The sodium fluorid dip, however, Is- 
larmless, and as compared with dust- 
ng is more easily done. As it is neces- 
sary that the fowls dry quickly, dip- 
ling is most applicable in the Southern 
states and to summer treatments in 
the North. For lice on young chickens, 
young turkeys, .and, in fact, all newly 
hatched or sick fowls, the application 
of sodium fluorid in the dust form Is 
recommended.
